The 2006 Arctic Cat Crossfire is the latest hybrid 
snowmobile thaf s completely at home on the trails, but 
can hang with the big boys in the powder. 
Similar to the M-Series machines, the Crossfire shares a 
lot of elements found in the mountain machine such as higher mountain handlebars 
attached to a reinforced steering post. The biggest improvement is the wide running 
boards with flatter stirrups to improve the transition from sit-down to stand-up riding . Due 
to the unique seating position in relation to your feet and bend of yourj gieesjoother, 
bran ds,- you will notice less body fatigue after riding long distances . 




fox FLoATSKt shocks 

Using pressurized air inside a unique sealed inner chamber, the newest 
generation of shocks returns for 2006. The elimination of coil-over springs 
(and their weight) produces feather light ski shocks. Better still, their 
inherent design results in supple reaction to small stutter bumps and solid 
control on big holes. Plus they are nearly insusceptible to fading and are 
easily tuned with a small air pump.
